■hip. This last shot may prove trouble­ 
some. as an unexploded ahell near the 
water line Is not a desirable adjunct to 
a battleship. 


NOTHING SMA1.L AllOUT GEN. TORAL. 


W h«» I t ComeH to A sking T erm s o f Sur- 
ren tier t<» U ncle Sam. 


Off lu ra g u a , Cuba, July 9. via K in gs­ 
ton, Jam aica, .luly 11.—T he su rrend er 
of Santiago w as formally offered by the 
Spanish com mander, G eneral Toral, to ­ 
day, b u t the conditions a ttach ed caused 
a prom pt refusal of the offer by General 
Shafter. 
The negotiations, 
however, 
resulted In the extension of the a r ­ 
mistice until noon Sunday, and white 
flags of truce still float ov’er the oppos­ 
ing armies. 
G eneral T oral’s proposal 
contem plated the Im m ediate surrender 
of the eity, but he insisted th a t his 
arm y be perm itted to m arch aw a y u n ­ 
der arm s and with Hying colors, an.l 
declared th a t he would fight to the last 
ditch unless the 
conditions were a c ­ 
cepted. 


G eneral S hafter replied th a t nothing 
bu t unconditional su rre n d e r would be 
considered by him, but he consr-nted to 
cable the Spanish offer to W asliingion, 
In the 
m eantim e 
extending the a r ­ 
mistice. 
It w as shortly before noon to* 
day w hen a little group of Spanish ofli- 
sers, und er a Hag fif truce, <-ame out 
from under the yellov»^ wall of the be­ 
sieged city and slowly m ade its way 
tow ard the AnK'rican line. 
A detail 
w as sent to meet tlu?m and they were 
escorted to com fortable quarters, while 
th e le tte r from General Toi’al w as cnr- 
rh'd to General SliaH.>r’a lent, tw’o miles 
from the front. 


The h;tter w as couched in the icily 
cour’ctjus term s characteristic of such 
com m unications, and was brief as p o s­ 
sible. 
It boi’o the signatu'.e of G eneral 
Toral, w'ho com m ands at Santiasro sine.* 
G eneral 
Linares was woundeil. 
and 
stated that he w as prepared to s u r ­ 
render the city provided his a rm y would 
be jiermitted to capitu ati> ‘ w ith hi>nor." 
This, he e.Kplained, m eant th a t the.Span- 
Ish forces should l)e unm olested and so 
in an y direction they wished with arm;i 
an d flying their colors. The letter con­ 
cluded with the bold sta te m e n t th a t 
su rren der unther a n y other term s w as 
a n imp'ossibility and would not be con­ 
sidered. 


General S h after im m ediately cabled 
the facts to W ashington and sent to 
G eneial Toral a refusal of his proposal, 
but added th a t he would com m unicate 
with his governm ent atid would «‘Xtciul 
the informal a rm lsiiie until Sunday at 
noon. 


The general condition of th f health 
of the A m erican troops is »excellent, l ut 
the w ater supply is poor and a num b -r 
of cas«*s of m alarial ft ver h.tv»* d<- 
veloi»ed. No d» a th s have resulted, h ow ­ 
ever, and in nearly all the instances the 
fever has lieen broken up by a liberal 
use ol quinine.

HOTEL ST. JOSEPH 


IS IN ASHES. 


Great Conflagration Early 
Sunday Morning. 


One Life, That of a Workman, 
Was Lost. 


Warned His Room-Mate and 
Then Burned Himself. 


Guests Escape in Their Night 
Clothes. 


Miss Lulu Cheek the Heroine 
of the Fire. 


She Saved Many Lives and is 
Now Prostrated. 


The magnificent summer hotel on the 
St. Johcph beach, formerly kni)wu ad 
Plank's tavern, and later as Hotel St. 
Joseph, was burned to the {jfround early 
Sunday morning;. 
The lives of over 
200 persons, guests and employes, were 
endangered but only one was lost. The 
loss is $1.00,000, insurance $17.500. 


The burning was an awful spectacle. 
The Immense structure was built of 
wood throughout. 
For a foundation 
piles had been driven deep in the sand 
and the tire once started it spread with 
ama/.ing rapidity. 
There was notliing 
in the 
building, 
except 
the 
thin 
plastered partitions th at ivas not in­ 
flammable. 
The 
tlames 
shot 
hot 
heavenward, 
guests 
and 
employes 
poured out of the building in their 
night clothes and the air was rent with 
shrieks and crying. 


The tire broke out in the north end 
of the big building shortly after 12 
o ’clock Sunday 
morning. 
Saturday 
evening there had been a social dance 
a t the tavern and it lasted until I0:;{0. 
The guests retired abouj II o ’clock and 
an hou4* later the cry of tire rung 
through the building arousing the in­ 
mates of the hotel from their short 
slumber. 


How the tire was started will never 
be known. 
A. W. Campbell, the man­ 
ager of the hotel withC. M. Kdick, says 
th at it m ight have started in several 
ti.lierent ways but he i» inclined to the 
belief that an electric wire started the 
contlagration. 
As the building 
was 
across the river from the city of'St. Jo ­ 
seph the lire department could not 
reach it and no elVort was maile to ar­ 
rest the progress of the ilames. 
Such 
etl’ort would Have been useless. 


Nothing is now left of tlie famous 
hotel 
save the smoke stack for a 
memory. 


The hotel was ))ractically a !ive-story 
building. There was a basement, three 
tloors and the dining room girls slept 
in the cupola, mukiug (iv({ st«jrles in 
all. 
The alarm was given und all the 
guests had time and did escajie by the 
broad stairways except i,lie one poor 
fellow who lost his life in the basement. 


THE HEROINE OF THE FIRE. 


MiBs Lulu Cheek Did Very Heroic 
Work. 


The iu*e wa^ first discovered by Miss 
Lulu Cheek, a dining room girl. 
She 
lirst called the attc^ntlon of the steward, 
Mr. Sherman, 
U) the smoke and he 
started tho genei*al alarm. 
The bar­ 
tender, Charles Ü. Hauler, was one of 
the first to arouse the inmates and he 
ran through the halls and wrapped on 
every door and yelled “ Fire, Fire,’’ 
with the vengeanceof a madman. Many 
people no doubt owe their lives to him. 


The greatest work of rescue and the 
greatest heroism was displayed by Miss 
LuUi Cheek, the girl who discovered 
the fire. 
Not only did she assist in 
arousing people to the danger but she 
assisted them with their trunks, their 
clothing 
and 
seemed 
to 
all 
an 
angel 
of 
mercy. 
She was 
always 
at 
just 
tbe 
place 
where assist­ 
ance was needed and in the confusion 
hep presence of mind never disserted 
her. But she forgotnall about herielf 
and her own etïects, She only saved 
her night dress and her shoes and when 
it was all oyer she became unconscious 
and was taken to the Whitcomb Hotel 
in ft very serious condition. The girl 
hue no home, no friends and not a cent 
in the world.

He

here 
and succeeded in getting the people of 
St. Joseph and Benton Harbor to put 
up something like $'>U,000 in a bonus, 
telling them what a godseml it would 
be to the two cities in a b\»siness way. 
The I:ientou Harbor 
people 
threw 
about $5,000 in the jackpot, St. Jo.-^eph 
$ir>.(.HJO to $20,000 and the railway com­ 
panies put big rolls in the enterprise. 


Plank ran tho hotel after it was com­ 
pleted in a superb way. 
No hotel wus 
ever run like it before or since in these 
part.s, but at the end of the season the 
big grocer and butchers' bills could not 
be paid and IMank had to give up. 


The ownership of tlie house changed 
quite fretjuently, and the hotel which 
was said to have cost $l*»0,000 kept 
selling for 
less and 
less and etim- 
mercial circles dubbed it a •‘white, ele­ 
phant.’^ Finally it became the property 
o fJ. H. (iraham, Andrew Crawford 
and the 1‘abst brewing company. Last 
winter Messrs. tíraham A: Crawford 
bought out the brewing company and 
owned the building alone.

I’olh mi*u were sle(;ping in a roijui in 
the ba-^enteni and it was not known that 
Mr, iiialdwin was missing until the next 
morning. 


Haldwin eame here from Indiana and 
secured a position in the hotel when it 
opened a few days ago. 
He had no 
home or friends and was 25 or .‘JO years 
of a^e. 


When the charred remains w'ere dis­ 
covered laying in the ruins upon a set 
of wire s|)rings Jusiiei; .St. Clair was 
sent for and he summoned the follow­ 
ing jury to investigate the eau^es of 
hisoeath:

duiv of his farm at a i>rotit, seems to 
act like a red rag to a bull to the 
money syndicates and their suljservient 
patrons.’’

e more recent studies of the 
planets Mercury and Venns tend to con­ 
firm Schiaparelli’s opinion, advanced 
some years ago^ that both of them turn 
on their axes once while revolving 
about the sun. This, however, is a very 
difficult point to settle with certainty, 
the reason given for this being, and 
very plausibly, that tho evidence rests 
upon observation of tho exceedingly 
faint markings upon the disks of tho 
planots, the fact being that very few as- 
tronom»!rs have ever seen them at all 
with divstinctness, and only tho.se who 
have nuido a most per.sistent study of 
them and are favored with vision espe­ 
cially sensitive to such details are com­ 
petent to express an opinion as to their 
correct interpretation. 


It is argued that if, as held by some, 
tho rotation and revolution periods are 
tho same be a correct opinion, then the 
clinuitic conditions of the two planets 
must be most remarkable. Furthermore, 
our moon always shows the same face to 
tho earth and no knowledge exists of 
tho hidden part, nor have the supposed 
inhabitants of that concealed hemi­ 
sphere ever seen the earth. 
Tliis, how­ 
ever, is of no importance to, them, as 
tho earth is not the source of liglit, heat 
and life on tho moon. All parts of 
the moon are brought under tho sun’s 
influence just as all parts of tho earth, 
though the day and night are 14 times 
as long as on the earth. 
But how it 
must bo ou a planet w’hich has one side 
onlye::posed to the sun, astronomers can 
give no answer. —Exchange.

New York, July 11.—Consul General 
Bruwaert, represgntins the Fench gov­ 
ernment, has tolrl the 
story of the 
wreck of La Bourgogne as he got it 
from the surviving 
members of the 
crew in their depositions. According to 
the sailors’ report, after the collision 
the passengers were panic-stricken and 
unmanageable. 
The seamen went to 
th eir boats nnd made ready for launch­ 
ing. 
Only two starboard boats 
es­ 
caped damage in the collision and one 
of these was wrecked by the falling of 
the funnel. 
The .second boat was suc­ 
cessfully launched. The port boats, the 
■ allors claimed, were swung against the 
cabin because of the list to starboard 
and the passengers crowded into them, 
(refusing to leave so the crew could get 
them into the water. 
The only one of 
these boats launched was the one se­ 
cured by the Austrians. 


AuKtrinnH W ere the 8a%’aget. 
Tw enty Austrian 
sailors from the 
steerage seized boat No. 11. There was 
room for fifty in the boat, but passen­ 
gers and crew were fought oflf by the 
men in it. They answered the order of 
a ship’s officer, who drew his revolver 
and ordered them out, that they were 
passengers and had as much right in 
the boat as the others. 
They pulled 
knives and stabbed at the sailors. The 
crew left their boat alone, not even 
cutting it loose, but the men knew how 
to m anage it, and launched it safely. 
Passengers in the w ater tried to get 
aboard, but were pushed off. 
The en­ 
gineers l)elow stayed until the first en­ 
gineer told them to ily for their lives. 
H e him self was lost. 
They climbed In 
single file up the iron ladders to the 
m idship house. 


Not Even H elp Save Life, 
W hen the boat with the Austrians 
got to the Cromartyshire the captain of 
the latter asked for volunteers to take 
It back for the work of rescue. The Aus­ 
trian s refused, saying thf*y were pa.«- 
sengers and should not be called on for 
work. 
A volunteer 
crew 
from the 
Crom artyshire then set out and con­ 
tinued the search. 
The boats manned 
by the crew of La Bourgogne 
and 
the English ship circled round about 
w here the big ship had sunk, pick­ 
ing up survivors. The Frenchcc»nsu!said 
the sailors swore that the compart­ 
m ent doors were closed. The consul says 
he made the investigation carefully, and 
th e stories of the men agree and were 
told frankly. 


Com pany ReNpoiinible for llmuitgeH. 
Washington, July 11.—In commenting 
upon the question of the liability of the 
French liner La Tiourgosne for the loss 
o f life In the collision of .July 4. a com­ 
petent legal authority here said: “FYom 
th e descriptions thus far published it 
appears that La Bourgogne 
violated 
rule sixteen of the International rule.«, 
which requires a ves.^ el In fog to go at a 
moderate 
rate of speed, 
constantly 
soundlnsr her fog horn whether other 
vessels are heard In the vicinity or nut 
She is reported to have been goln>i: 
ahead at 17 knots, though our courts 
held In the case of Lu Normandie that 
10 knots was Qxce.ssive. But rule sixteen 
goes even 
further, 
providintf that a 
steam 
vessel 
leaving 
apparently 
forw ard 
of 
her 
beam 
the fog 
signal 
of a vessel 
the 
position of 
which Is not ascertained, shall, so far 
asn h e circumstances admit, stop hrren- 
glnes altogether.

The crew etnu- 
menced cutting holes in the saU-un tUmr- 
Ing with axi's and hatehets, and fruni 
every hole thus cut great ilanitti burst 
forth, consuming the cabin furniture, li 
w as apparent a t a glant e that the veg 
pel was doomed, 
Preparations 
w(r» 
quickly made for taking to the boats. 
The transfer was made safely and w ith­ 
out any Incident of note, showing the 
com plete discipline under which 
Cap­ 
tain Ingram had his crew. No boat cap- 
slsed, no one got wet, and the transtVr 
w as conducted in a m anner most prain* - 
w orthy to the ofiicers and crew of the 
•hip."

HIS ESCAPE WAS A UARVEL. 


Cool Head, StrfMiglli and 8k lll .Save a Man 
from an Awful Ilciith. 


Cleveland, 
July 
11. — The 
Parsons 
block, six stories high, at the corner of 
Erie and Vincent streets, was ruined by 
fire Saturday. It was owned and mainly 
occupied by the Clark Britton Printing 
company, though a dozen smaller con­ 
cerns were located in it. 
Loss. $85,000. 
The flames spread «luickly and the e s­ 
cape of Charles W. Asbrand, proprietor 
of a stained glass establishment on the 
sixth floor, and one of his employes, 
l^forace E. Potter, was cut off. Asbrand 
got out of a window, and after hanging 
for a moment dropped. 
He struck a 
wire sign projecting from the fourth 
story and hung there a moment by one 
foot. 
Then he descended, 
headfore­ 
most, to the flagging on the street and 
was instantly killed. 


A minute later the firemen spread a 
net below the window where Potter was 
seen. 
He got out, hung by his hands, 
and dropping, by marvelous strength 
and skill caught the sill of the fifth 
story window below him. 
The wire 
sign was 
beneath 
him to one side. 
He swung his body, again let go, and 
struck the sign to break his fall. Thence

Tho most artl-stlc description of the 
voyage was written by lOd. .Stevens, of 
which extracts are given below. 


“ On board S. S. Yale, Sunday, .June 
27.—We left Old Point Comfort instead 
of Newport News at 5:00 p. m. Thurs­ 
day afternoon on the cruiser Vale, for­ 
merly the City of I’aris. The lirst 
night on the A tlantic was very pleasant. 
W e all slept on deck except tlie ottleers. 
Friday passed without incident. 
.Sat­ 
urday about 9 o ’clock the call sounded 
to clear the deck for action. 
About 
th a t time a steamship was sighted right 
in our course and we were ordered olT 
th e gun decks, down into the hold or 
on the cabin roof or rigging. 
I chose 
tho latter position so as tu be able to 
soe everything going on 
The ship 
soon hove in signaling distance and 
proved to be an Kngllsh ship. 
Tlje 
captain then put out a mark in the 
form of a barrel with u ilag on it and 
we had our lirst target practice with 
th e big guns 
Fv ry gun on board was 
given three trials a t the mark. 
W^hen 
a gun was discharged we could hardly 
hoar for a second, then would come 
th e screeching and whistling of tho 
shell through the air, thi*n a splahh of 
water about forty ieet high and olT in 
th e distance a great uphtmvel of water 
and the sound of a dull explosion then 
th e splashing of the parts of 
tne 
bursted shell as they dropped over sev­ 
eral hundred acres of ocean surface. 


•‘After dinner we vvere servi;d ammu­ 
nition and about 4 o’clock the soldlei’s 
were lined up (l,.‘iOO of us; and had our 
first trial at liring loaded shells. 
It 
nearly deafened a man to hear those 
l.IttX) guns cracking and then see a per­ 
fect wall of water splashes as the bul­ 
lets landed in the water. 


“Every morning wiiile on shipboard 
we have to wash our feet lu salt wa'er 
when tho sailors scrub olV the decks. 
Tho drinking water we get is very 
warm and we don’t relish it quite so 
much as though it were iee water. 


“ The captain of the Vale is the same 
one th at was bottled up in one of the 
southern islands in the Harvard, a sis­ 
ter ship of this one. The weather is 
extremely hot on board so it is not 
very comfortable sailing.”
